The Mississippi Comes Back 
Secretary of War Davis, after an inspection tour of the Mis­ 
sissippi water route from St. Louis to St. Paul, is enthusiastic over 
the plans for expansion of the Inland Waterways Corporation’s 
ha roe lines. 
Cities all along that stretch of the big liver, he finds, are 
building permanent docks and terminals to handle the expected in­ 
crease of water traffic. In a few months new gateways will be 
opened in many Mississippi ports, and a great population will be 
able to avail itself of lower freight rates, resulting from joint rail- 
andwater rates. The farm districts will have a better outlook for 
their products and a better inlet for the manufactured goods they 
need, profiting both ways, through larger receipts for what they 
fell and less expenditure for what they buy. 
“When these avenues of cheaper, transportation exist,” he 
says, "these farmers may expect to compete for export of corn 
with South America, and for export of wheat with Canada, and in 
addition to those served by the existing lines, thousands will en­ 
joy the benefits of cheaper coal and coke, cheaper steel products, 
linseed oil and by-products, linseed meal and cake, so essential 
to beef and milch cattle, cheaper furniture woods and furniture, 
cheaper sulphur, coffee, sugar, cotton, tobacco, sisal, hemp, 
jute, agricultural implements fertilizers, potash #nd nitrates, phos­ 
phates, strap molasses for stock food plants, oyster shell and by­ 
products, so essential to poultry, and eventually petroleum pro­ 
ducts.'' 
It will be a blessing to the entire' country if the upper Mis­ 
sissippi valley obtains the transportation facilities already develop­ 
ing so profitably on the lower Mississippi. The Mississippi may be­ 
come again a main transportation route, comparing as it should 
with the Great Lakes route which now carries an immense traffic. 
Both waterways should be developed to their utmost, and neither 
peed be regarded as an unfriendly rival of the other.

Time in its flight turned backward 
one hundred years as more than 300 
men and women of the First Method­ 
ist church, in centennial anniversary 
assembled, caught again the spirit of 
the past and developed new inspira­ 
tion for the future at an outstanding 
banquet in its social auditorium last 
evening. 
The affair, given under the auspices 
of the official board, was under the di­ 
rect supervision of the Women's Ser­ 
vice league. 
W. T. McNutt, chairman of the of­ 
ficial board, was toast master. In the 
background as general superintendent 
was Dr. W arren O. Hawkins, the re­ 
cently appointed pastor. He made the 
final ministerial address. Represent­ 
ing the district and the conference 
of the denomination was Dr. II. S. 
Powell, of Steubenville. 
Minus only the presence of Dr. Isaac 
Wood, of Barnesville, who failed to 
arrive for the event, and the inability 
of Drs. T. W. T,ane, of the Pacific 
Coast and A. D. Mink, of Orrville, to 
be present, all surviving pastors dur­ 
ing the final quarter of the church's 
centenary of life were in attendance. 
Reminiscence, song, story, experi­ 
ence and comment that rose to the 
status of preachment commingled in 
the former pastoral and early mem­ 
bers’ responses. 
The whole was perhaps epitomized 
by Mrs. Nellie Williams Hendershoft, 
the daughter of the late Rev. John 
Williams, twice the pastor 
of 
the 
church iu the eighties who on both 
occasions brought the congregation 
to a high point of religious tone and 
usefulness. 
She realistically told the 
details of how her 
parents 
raised 
the seemingly impossible debt of $7,000 
one one occasion. 
She even confided 
how Dr. Williams gave every cent he 
possessed for the purpose. 
How when chided a bit by his good 
wife when the task was accomplished 
the pastor replied “He never failed 
me yet!” And the next day, she re­ 
lated. “Charles Surles came to our 
door with an envelope which my fa­ 
ther 
opening 
disgorged 
numerous 
bills. 
'He never failed me yet!’ he 
shouted to my mother.” 
And eo. with tears welling In many 
eyes during her graphic recital of the 
incident “Ile Never Failed Me Yet!” 
became the slogan of the banqueters. 
They face the second century of the 
church’s 
history 
with 
renewed 
strength. 
Mrs. Hendershot envisioned the old 
church auditorium, recalling the seats 
in which many long gone on had sat. 
“Mr. W. L. Thompson, always In a hur­ 
ry used.to arrive late to play the or­ 
gan,” she said. “And Elizabeth Cart­ 
wright, ever wearing 
a bouquet of 
flowers, would 
burst Into the choir 
just In time to sing her solo.” 
How 
the church was decorated with bird 
cages. 
The Sunday the $1,000 was 
raised was noted by her. 
She depre 
cated the passing of many she former 
ly knew so well, mentioning Ambrose 
Cartwright, J. W. “Zach” Irwin, David 
Boyce, 
Mrs. 
William 
Cartwright, 
Henry and 
Samuel 
Ashbaugh and 
others of her day. 
“I am sure,” she 
concluded, “that in the Apostolic suc­ 
cession 
so frequently 
mentioned to 
night you also duplicate my father’s 
record by paying your present Indebt­ 
edness.” 
Dr. Pratt Speaks. 
Delayed by duties in his own Buf­ 
falo. N. Y„ parish, Dr. Milton B. Pratt, 
senior in service of all the former pas­ 
tors, he serving here in 1902-5 arriv-J 
ed just as the dinner was concluded. 
Recognized, 
the banqueters rose on 
masse and cheered him enthusiastical­ 
ly as he wended his way to the speak­ 
ers’ table. 
He had been 
listed as the Initial 
speaker. 
“I can talk now as well as 
after eating,” he confided to Toastmas­ 
ter McNutt. 
And he did. 
The elo­ 
quence of which he is so deservedly 
famous was still in evidence to the 
ardent admiration of his old flock. He 
dispensed humor with a readiness that 
indicated he had not in nearly 25 years 
forgotten East Liverpool daces and 
customs. Ile paid a marked tribute to 
the church’s past. 
“How rich is life when fertilized by 
the activities, sacrifices and religious 
affirmation of those preceding you in 
this church,” i e said. 
“They gave of 
that which they could not spare. They 
set the blaze that has lighted the way 
and made of this a distinctive com 
munity. 
No one need apologize for 
the record of East Liverpool. 
I was 
pastor here 
in its transition period 
when a turn came to its civic affairs, 
making for awakened civic conscious­ 
ness and a true interpretation of re­ 
ligious holdings.” 
He spoke also of the personal bene 
fits accruing to himself by his stay at 
the local church. 
“Very much came 
to me while In 
East Liverpool which throughout all 
subsequent years 
I have transmuted 
Into elements 
of 
usefulness 
In ray 
work. I am thus Indebted to you." 
He disclosed that his mother was a 
second cousin to the poet. John O. 
W hittler and confided 
that he had 
often blacked the boots of the famed 
New Englander when the latter visited 
his parents’ home. 
“Some of the 
best 
characters in 
churches I knew in East Liverpool,” 
he went on "lf I were to select a con­ 
gregation who would participate in a 
religious feast: a group of singers be­ 
cause they were real Christians and 
made this a part of their worship; I 
body of men a bit older than my chil­ 
dren were then to aid them in ex 
ample;

their activities yet still loving

church. For all of these qualities I 
could heartily come to the First Meth­ 
odist church of East Liverpool. 
“The group of Christians you repre­ 
sent here and those gone out before 
you steadfactly emphazize to us nee 
ess&ry virtues until time shall carry 
us over into eternity. 
“It is enriching to

back to 
East Liverpool,” he concluded. “None 
is more orthodox than yon. I am glad 
to greet the pastors who have follow­ 
ed me. I am glad you are well. May 
I hope that the beautiful experiences 
that hare been ours here shall make 
for a steadier service, Mellowing our 


hearts and keeping our eyes aloft."
